Governor Reynolds Complains 


For anyone who ha« observed the pain- 


ful evolution of Wisconsin state govern- 
ment tax revision in the laborious and tim- 
id actions of the last four years in Madi- 
son, there is probably an element of rich 
irony in Gov. Reynolds' indignant comment 
that the voters of Wisconsin in his reelec- 
tion campaign are showing 
resentment 


•bout his tax record. 


All that the average voter seems to re- 


member, the governor says he has learned 
in his daily stumping endeavor of recent 
months, is that taxes were raised during 
his first term as governor and that the 
raises included extensions of selective sales 
taxes on commodities and services. 


What the voter fails to remember, the 


governer cries out in his grievous hurt, is 
that he didn't want the sales tax program 
and that he was coerced into signing the 
additional levies by the stubborn Republi- 
cans in the legislature. 


That may be convincing to those who 


are hearing the argument for the first time, 
but it falls so far short of the historical 
truth as to suggest the governor is more 
distressed by his campaign experiences 
than he has yet admitted. 


The 1963 tax program at Madison was 


& legitimate and true compromise of-op- 
posing political viewpoints. It was hailed as 
an honorable compromise at the time by 
virtually all unprejudiced commentators. In 
fact, the governor greeted the solution of 
the perilous financial stalemate with pub- 
lic expressions of relief. Contrary to what 
the governor would now have the unwary 
voter believe, it represented concessions by 
the Republicans to his point of view, as it 
represented concessions by him to the Re- 
publican legislative viewpoint. It was al- 
most exactly modeled upon the model of a 
1961 compromise fashioned by Gov. Gay- 
lord Nelson and another Republican legis- 
lature. If there was any difference, it was 


in the fact that Nelson declined to whim- 
per about the record after it was made. 


We don't doubt that Mr. Reynolds is 


now encountering some literal-minded par- 
tisans who regard him as a betrayer of his 
declared position. But he has only himself 
to blame for his discomfiture. As far back 
as 1958 he was campaigning for office with 
anti-sales tax pledges that were as absolute 
as they were irrelevant—since he was then 
seeking the ministerial office of attorney 
general. When Gov. Nelson as a responsi- 
ble politician was facing the facts of life 
in 1961. Mr. Reynolds continued blithely 
to exploit the sales tax issue from his sanc- 
tuary in the attorney general's office. 


When he ran for governor in 1962 he 


campaigned on fiscal issues as would a 
man afflicted with astigmatism. He reso- 
lutely refused to face the reality that an 
exploding public service expenditure re- 
quires a broadening of the base of tax 
liability—in spite of the fact that Gov. Nel- 
son had furnished the lead. 


The governor now lies in a lumpy bed 


of his own making. Had he moderated his 
expedient views two years ago. he would 
not now be meeting the complaints of his 
own partisans about breaking promises. 


The clear lesson about state financial 


experience in recent times is that there is 
a compelling need for devising new ways 
of raising the mountains of additional tax 
money modern government requires. The 
Republican party record is plain enough. 
The most thoughtful Democrats have ac- 
commodated themselves. Mr. Reynolds is 
hurting because he has stubbornly resisted 
the obvious. He wants to have his cake and 
to eat it too—in the form of the most gen- 
erous public expenditures—based upon the 
most narrow tax system. We can under- 
stand his dilemma. But we have no sym- 
pathy with his plaintive cry that the voters 
don't understand the record. They under- 
stand it very well, as far as we can ascer- 
tain. 


The Johnson Family Fortune 


The most unusual aspect of the detailed 


audit of the family fortunes made public 
by President Johnson is that it was issued 
at all. The President evidenced a degree of 
sensitivity to recent revelations in the press 
about his wealth and Republican comments 
about it. 


The choice of this method of explaining 


the family financial situation, if it had to be 
explained, was also unusual. The fact that 
it was an official report by a reputable au- 
diting firm was obviously designed to give 
it credibility. But anyone familiar with 
audit reports knows that valuations given 
to holdings in family corporations can be 
based on a number of different premises. 
In fact you can make the figures come out 
almost any way you want them to, depend- 
ing on the purpose. 


Valuations in this case were based main- 


ly on original cost or investment. The au- 
ditors were careful to state that "the 
amounts are not intended to indicate the 
value that might be realized if the invest- 
ments were sold." 


Take the case of the family's broadcast- 


ing interests. The White House document 
values the Johnson investment in Texas 
Broadcasting Corp. < formerly known as the 
LBJ Co.) as $2.445.830. To arrive at this 
figure, the auditors took the original cost 
of the broadcasting stock. S24.850. added 
more than $3 million in retained corporate

He pointed out that 
nearly all of this fortune has been accumu- 
lated when Mr. Johnson was Congressman, 
Senator, Vice-President and President. And 
that the biggest single element is the 
broadcast properties which have repeatedly 
benefitted 
from rulings of the Federal 


Communications Commission, whose mem- 
bers the President now appoints. The John- 
son company for instance owns the only 
television station in the large city of Aus- 
tin, Texas: is the fact that there is only 
one station there a coincidence? 


Even using the lowest possible figures 


$3.5 million is too large a sum to just dis- 
appear in the forthcoming campaign.

NOW THE* COLLEGES 


Recently the architects, en- 


gineers and construction crews 
graduated to the college and 
university 
campuses, j u s t 


ahead of the first wave of 
postwar students. That is why 
state higher education offices 
must devote much time to 
construction problems. 


So far. the state has been 


able to keep pace with the 
need for new college and uni- 
versity buildings for two main 
reasons: 


1. Government leaders made 


advance plans to meet the 
need. 


2. They found a way to fi- 


nance the needed buildings, 
even 
though 
there is 
not 


enough tax income for a pay- 
as-you-go program and the 
state constitution does not per- 
mit borrowing building funds. 


At first, the postwar state 


building 
program 
was fi- 


nanced with funds set aside 
during and immediately after 
World War II. The 1949 Legis- 
lature 
established 
a state 


building trust fund, but it does 
not provide enough money for 
a pay-as-you-go program. . 


The solution proved to be 


formation of building corpora- 
tions, similar to one formed in 
1925 to build men's dormi- 
tories at the University of Wis- 
consin. The corporations lease 
land from the state, sell bonds 
to finance and construct build- 
ings, then sublease the build- 
ings and land back to the 
state. 
The 
state 
agencies 


make regular payments, like 
a home owner's mortgage loan 
payments. After'the final pay- 
ments, the state will own the 
buildings. 


Critics of the "dummy" cor- 


porations say it would be bet- 
ter to change the constitution 
to permit borrowing. Others 
say removing the ban would 
make borrowing too easy. The 
Supreme Court itself, in a 1955 
decision declaring the building 
corporations legal, said:

"It is never an illegal eva- 


sion to accomplish a desired 
result lawful in itself, by dis- 
covering a legal way to do it." 


The balance due to three 


building corporations w h i c h 
erect buildings on the cam- 
puses of the University of Wis- 
consin and Wisconsin 
State 


Universities now stands at ap- 
proximately $167 million, pay- 
able in installments for 30 or 
more years. This includes S76 
million to be self-amortized 
from dormitory, food service, 
student center and athletic re- 
ceipts, rather than from state 
tax income. 


A 1962 report lists the re- 


placement value of University 
of Wisconsin buildings at $170 
million and of State College 
buildings at $80 million. These 
values have increased consid- 
erably since 1962, as more 
buildings were erected. 


Looking ahead, the Coordi- 


nating Committee for Higher 
Education has approved build- 
ing projects for 1965-67 total- 
ing S63 million for the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and S44 
million for the nine Wisconsin 
State Universities. 


It appears that builders and 


scholars will team up for 
many years in the important 
task of educating Wisconsin'* 
future citizens.

oub principle proclaimed by the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States in a recent decision call- 
ing for "one person, one vote." 
For there is no such thing as a 
vote by the citizen in most of 
the states of the union in the 
process of selecting presidential 
nominees. The convention sys- 
tem 
compels 
the country 
to 


choose in the November elec- 
tion between two candidates se- 
lected by groups of party boss- 
es and politicians who rule the 
roost without bencf of a refer- 
endum or any other representa- 
tive method of picking delegates 
to reflect voter desires or opin- 
ion. 


The convention here this week 


is no exception to the rule. It is 
a big publicity stunt, reinforced 
now 
by nationwide television 


and by movies and singers on 
one day's program and then on 
another day solemn memorial 
services and eulogies. 


There is nothing, moreover, in 


a party convention that could, 
by the remotest stretch of the 
imagination, be compared 
to 


the operations of a national leg- 
islative body composed of rep- 
resentative individuals versed in 
national and international af- 
fairs. Some members of Con- 
gress do participate in the writ- 
ing of the party platforms, but 
the delegates from all over the 
country take what is handed to 
them by the party bosses and 
automatically 
approve it. 
If 


sometimes there is a dissent and 
a minority report is filed, this 
usually is claimed to be "on 
principle." but as a rule it is 
actually a transparent mechan- 
ism of politics designed by a 
rival faction to try fo embar- 
rass a would-be candidate as 
happened at the San Francisco 
convention. 


There are. of course, plenty 


of cynics here among the news- 
men. They know from past ob- 
servation that whai is profess- 
ed in a party platform or in 
campaign speeches is both am- 
bieuous and partisanly mislead- 
ing. 
When two major party con- 


ventions 
deal 
so 
arbitrarily 


with either national or interna- 
tional questions, it can be truly 
dangerous to the welfare of the 
people.

Walter returns to his native 


California each summer so his 
two young sons will not become 
too anglicized. As he was pre- 
paring to return to England last 
September, a United Artists ex- 
ecutive asked if he would like to 
produce a film with the Beatles. 


Who Are They? 


"Who are they?" Shenson 


asked in all innocence. 


Walter agreed to look into the 


matter and he had the assu- 
rance that if the film made a 
profit only in England, United 
Artists would be satisfied. After 
some difficulty, he located the 
Beatles in London. 


"They all piled into my taxi 


and started talking a mile a 
minute," Shenson recalled. "I 


found myself in the middle of a 
scene from a Marx brothers 
movie. That was when I decided 
to make a comedy, not a pop 
musical." 


After the preliminary talks 


for the movie, the Beatles went 
to America for the Ed Sullivan 
show. Shenson realized he was 
not making a movie to cash in 
on a strictly British phenome- 
non; 
the Beatles were world- 


wide. 


Responsibility Starts 


"Then"I really got scared," 


said the producer. "I felt a 
responsibility to the fans not to 
harm the Beatle image.-I felt 
responsible to the boys to make 
a movie they could be proud 
of." 


After observing the Beatles at 


work and play, Shenson and 
writer Alan Owen settled on the 
device of a day in the life of the 
singing sensations. 
"A Hard 


Day's Night" was shot in eight 
weeks at a cost of a half-million 
dollars, which makes it a migh- 
ty fine investment. 


Business has been sensational 


at matinees, but the film has 
had some difficulty attracting 
scream-shy adults. Shenson has 
proposed a late-night showing 
for adults only. 


The movie, "A Hard Day's 


Night" opens Wednesday at both 
the Viking Theater hi Appleton 
and the Raulf Theater in Osh- 
kosh.
